PARENTS OF BOYS 
On Oct. 4, 5,. and 6 the Low- 
ell Council will conduct the 
annual starteree at Camp Forty 
Acres, Each year for the past 
few, this has been done to 
start of the year with a big 
bang after the summer vacation 
Checking the crds, this 
idea of a starteree was star- 
ted back in 53 by Dudley Buck 
who at the time was new to 
Wilmingtm and was an Asst. 
Scoutmaster with Tr. 57. Be- 
cause of the summer months and 
families being away, it was 
realized that something should 
be done to get scouting off to 
a good start at the beginning 
of the juting. year. By hav- 
ing a starteree right after 
schoul opened it aroused many 
of the boys, as it was a meth- 
od for them to show to others 
, What they leamed in Scouting, 
and it created competition a- 

mong the patrols and troops. 
Within the past year or so, 
the Wilmington Scouts among 
) otl have been taking less 
interest in the Starteree. 
Most of this isn’t due to the 
fault of the boys themselves, 
but to the parents. Many par- 
ents believe that school has 
started and the boys should 
spend the weekends at home do- 
ing their school work. In the 
eyes of many of the Scout Lead 
ers it isn’t the best idea. 
The boys spend 5 days a week 
at school, and 3-4 hours at 
night doing their homework. If 
they have to dofit on weekends 
it becomes qite tiresome, and 
they need a change. Other par- 
ents complain that it is to 
. cold for their son to go camp- 
ing. Let’s stop and think a- 
while. When the scouts are 
home on weekends, how much of 
their time is spent outside 
playing, quite a bit of it, 
others say the nights are too 
cold, During all of the winter 
camping trips, and the summer 
ones, the leaders are respon~ 
ble to make sure that every- 
jody is properly equipped be 
4 fore going. If parents would 
check, and see just how well 
their sons are taken care of, 
they. would be quite surprised. 
During the years of Scouting 
I’ ve had, I've seen very few 
leaders, especially during the 
winter months, who actually 
get a nights sleep. Many of 
them stay up at night keeping 
a watch on the fires, to keep 
them going, others sleep With 
their clothing on as they give 
_ their sleeping equipment to 
q the boys, specially if they 
: show any sign of cold. During 
the 12 years of service I have 
given Scouting, there probably 
have been an average of 10-15 
scouts who have caught a cold 
; and.if so they were minor, and 
that is dealing with over 500 
} boys. This may seem to be the 
long way around the subject, 
but it is the best way, to 
show the 


ed acress chis crett 
ed across this great land of 
ours, how many people would 
have survivedl It was through 
knowledge of these Scouts that 
this great country cf ours 
grew. 

When we take the word outing, 
it explains itself very easily 
It doesn’t mean cooped up in- 
side a building. That is why 
scouting ws organized, to 
give the young boys a chance 
to get out and enjoy themsel - 
ves and really see the wnders 
lof Nature. If this Country 
ever came to a point where 
people had to evacuate from 
the cities, to the country, 
into the undeveloped woods 
would they survive? Could they 
find food, how many could make 
a comfortable bed, and not 
catch a cold from the ground, 
could you guarantee yourself 
that you could light a fire 
with one match or none, do you 
know what kind of a fire to 
build for cooking or for heat. 
You may not know, but your son 
will, if he is active in 
Scouting. 

There are many other organi- 
zations, but how many of them 
teach a boy how to take care 
lof himself and others. 

So, lets remember, don’t hold 
lyour son back from participa- 
ting in this annual starteree, 
give him a chance to enjoy 
scaiting, lets also remember 
you as a Father can also par- 
ticipate and stay overnight. 
Both mother and Dad are al - 
ways welcomed to visit during 
any camping trip, as it often 
times encourages the scouts,- 
and lets them know that you as 
their parents are taking an in 
terest in them and what they 
are doing.

Our growing school population 
‘which everyone is aware of, de 
manded our present Hygienist 
two mornings a week, two Den- 
tists each working one moming 
a week andva Dental Assistant 
who works four mornings a week. 
The Hygienist now give the 
Fluorine treatments which

cited, the program do 
‘teke away from our dentists in 
town; they fully endorse the 
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dental program. 

When the Glen Road School o- 
pens it is hoped that-a chair 
and equipment can be added to 
help our ever growing needs. 

The Dental program is super- 
vised by Mrs Esther Nicho 
who as the ‘Old Timers’ in 
town known as a person dedi- 
cated to the future dental 
health of the town. The fol- 
lowing is a letter by “rs 
Nichols 
The Dental Divisiom of the 
Wilmington Health Clinic Inc. 
is one of the organizations 
which is supported by the Wil- 
mington Community Fund. In ac- 
cordance with good school 
health policy, the program is 
one of prevention. It is aimed 
at improving the dental health 
of the schcol populatia. 
Fluorine treatments are given 
at regular intervals for the 
reducti m of tooth decay. Re- 
storative dentistry is in 
grade one and in grade tw if 
time and money allow. The 
chief objective of the_restor- 
ative work done in the primary 
grades is the preservation of 
six year mdars. These molars 
are permanent teeth, and are 
essential to good'dental 
health. The effectiveness of 
the program is enhanced by 
health teaching in the clinic 
and in the class room, 

The clinic fee is nominal. 
This makes the service avail - 
able to all pupils, especially 
those who for financial rea- 
sons are unable to go to their 
family dentist. 

As school nurse, I am very 
grateful for such a construct- 
ive dental health program in 
our schools.

Although the Evening Scho al 
Program started this week, 
there is room in some classes 
for more registrants. Any one 
may register by seeing Mr De 
Luca from 7 to 9 pm on Tuesday 
or Thursday evening of next 
week, at the Wilmington High 

School. 
There is a registration fee 
of $1.00 per course. 

Classes meet once a week for 
twenty weeks except -
